Building Permits 
Reach $11,086.50 
During August 


With four days still remaining 
in the month, building valuation 
figures this month had already 
reached $71,086.50 which is nearly 
twice the valuation of construc- 
‘tion for the entire month cf Au- 
gust last year. 

In the construction of new 
dwellings;,August was also far 
ahead, of 194h when cnly four 
homes were started. Until noon 
today, permits for 13 new homes 
had been issued in the building 
inspector’s office for a total un- 
official valuation of $65,100. 

A total of 25 building permits 
had been issued so far this 
month as compared to 26 last 
year. However, with the end of 
the month still four days away, 
it ‘is certain that permits this 
month will go over the total last 
valuation last August 
amounted to only $40,129.80 as 
compared to $71,086.50 today. 

+Already a record building year 
for Upland, unofficial figures un- 
til noon today place total valua- 
tion of buildings started this year 
at $752,907.77. Through the first 
eight months of 1945 the figure 
steod at only $157,822.74. 

During the same period in 1945 
only 22 new dwellings had been 
started as compared with 110 to- 
day. 

August is still behind last 
menth, however, when building 
valuation was $99,453. Construc- 
tion on 20 new homes was started 
in July for $92,190.

vote wouldn't change anything. 


They reasoned that the 


frail, sentimental creatures would vote as their husbands 
voted. 


Poking fun at both factions, worldly-wise H. L. Mencken 
wrote a complete book of argument that men actually com- 
prise the sentimental sex, while clear-thinking women resort 
to the “weaker vessel” role solely for the purpose of be- 
guiling the gullible muscled sex, 


Another observer who rates women high as analytical 


thinkers (whatever he may think of the Mencken thesis) is 
Judge Goodwin Knight of Los Angeles, who as guest speaker 
at a Berkeley women’s meeting, credited California women 
for unity in behalf of good government, irrespective of the 
political aspirations of pressure groups.” Inasmuch as Judge 
Knight is lixely to be California’s lieutenant governor, his 
political views are important—and inasmuch as his views an 
women probably result in part from observation from the 
bench, his appraisal of feminine acumen should be soundly 
based. 











Of course, women as voters are neither infallible in judg- 
ment nor meek “yes women” to their husbands But their po- 
litical record is on the asset side; and perhaps their instinct 
to rebel against being “pressured” is their signal contribu- 
fion to U. S. politics. It is a contribution cf increasing value

In the Old Home weekly pa- 
per, to which we have subcrib- 
ed ever since we left our native 
villege in 1907, we find a syn- 
dicated feature by Kathleen 
Norris. Here’s what she had to 
say— 

At a Woman’s club she heard 
a famous man talking about 
the great war and the follow- 
ing crisis. Three hundred wom- 
en respectfully listened while 
he took the U.S.A. apart—told 
how mistaken America had been 
in her post-war policies, how 
pitifully she has funked her 
obligations and how deeply de- 
spised she is by great countries 
for whose liberties and economic 
stabilities she has sacrificed her 
youth and treasure in unstinted 
quantities. That we had not 
seized the advantages our vic- 
tories offered and. consequently 
we were the laughing stock 
of Europe and even the Orient. 

She also said that men and 
women are coming back from 
China and various places in 
Europe and giving America 
“The Bird” via radio and print. 

We've also suffered from sev- 
eral oily, rhetorical after dinner 
orators and we agree with the 
Norris lady ‘that we should rise 
from our chairs and give vent 
to our true feelings and convic- 
tions. 

But, America is apparently 
as polite as she is generous and 
we take it sitting down, yet we 
hope—noet lying prone. 

Our lady Kathleen points out 
that these emissaries and thelr 
evangelistic converts here at 
home willfully forget the river 
of foods, garments. wealth and
